The engine contracted for by the preceding board with Messrs, ‘A. 
J. Sweeney & Son; has beén completed and received by the State. It 
is a fine piece of machinery -and will furnish "power for all’ the 
demands that the ‘institution is likely to make in that direction for 
many years, provided ‘we Had water to run the same. ‘This is the 


great and pressing need of ‘the institution ‘at this time—in fact, it is ' 


now an ‘absolute necessity. : E ME 
The appropriation madc heretofóre for this purpose was exhausted 
sometime àgo, in the attempt to procure an adequate ‘supply ‘of 


water from wells within the prision ‘enclostre. ‘All effórts to secure 


water in sufficient quantities: for tlie warte of the prison in that way ` 


have failed, and in the opinion of this board. the only sure way to 
secure water‘to'sipply the-needs of'the'Penitentiary is to! bring it

Leaving only the above balances of said appropriations to run the 
institution the remainder of the fiscal year. 

The’ bills, filed at that meeting for the support of convicts ex- 
hausted the appropriation, and on the 11th day of July, the Guards 
Pay Roll then presented, exhausted that appropriation and left a 
deficiency of $299.60 to be provided for out of the earnings of the 
Penitentiary. We were thus left without any appropriation for the 
support of convicts for five months, and for the payments of 
Guards for three months, but by economical management, and 
by the assistence of wages received from the hire of convicts, 
and holding bills over unpaid for several months we were enabled to 
bridge over the time until the 1st day ot October, at which time the 
appropriations for the next fiscal year were subject to draft. 

Since we have assumed control of the management of the prison, 
we have contracted with Mr. Augustus Pollock, of Wheeling, tor- the 
hire of twenty hands in the manufacture of cigars, with the privelege 
of increasing the number to fifty. > 

With Messrs. William Mardorf .& Co., for the hire of fifty hands to 
be employed in the manufacture of brooms and brushes; and with 
Messrs. Weaver & Bardall, for the hire of fifty hands to be employed 
in the manufacture of whips. 
` The price paid for said hands is twenty-five cents per day, except- 
ing Mr. Pollock, who pays from one to two dollars per thousand for 
the manufacture of the cigars. .In the three shops, there is at present 
‘employed about one hundred and fifty hands, with some prospect of 
increasing the number. 
` If we had one other shop of some kind it would about take up all 


- the surplus labor of the prison, which we are and have been making 


an effort to lease. . 

The board have recently renewed a contract with the Attorney 
General of the United States for the keeping of U. S. Prisoners at 
the rate of twenty-five cents per day, that being tho rate accepted by 
other State Peniteniaries, and we considered that in view of the 
prospects we had of utilizing this labor, that it was better to keep a 
limited number at present at that rate, than to not have them at all. 

We have had steam heating apparatus put up in the cigar, broom 
and whip factories at a cost of $711.00, which we findto be a great im- 
provement over the old method of heating by stoves, and much safer 
—in fact, almost a sure guarantee against fires, which are becoming so 
frequent in institutions of this kind. "i 

The very best discipline possible, has been enforced at the prison 
during the past six months, good order has been maintained, and

prisoners generally have conducted themselves in a commendable 
manner, and the prison-rules have been in the main, enforced. 

For a detailed .report of the infractions of the same reference is 
made to the reportiof Superintendent William L. Bridges, herewith 
submitted, marked “A,” which also contains other. valuable infor- 
mation for your consideration, 

The health of the prison for the last six months has been good, 
there having been but two deaths, both United States prisoners. For 
a full report of the Medical department of the prison, you are re- 
ferred to the report of Dr. George W. Bruce, Prison Physician, here- 
with submitted and marked “B,” 

For a full detailed account of the receipts and disbursements, the 
resources and liabilities of the Penitentiary for the last six months, 
respectful reference is made to the clear and concise report of Frank

For a summary of'the financial condition of the institution, refer- 
ence is made to the report of the Treasurer of the Board, James K. 
Smith, marked “D.”

Experience has long since taught me that it is impossible to prose- 
i cute successfully in a Penitentiary any legitimate business for the 
‘ benefit of the State. Firms and individuals to do so, are” required to 
possess capital proportionate to the magnitude of the business in 
which they engage, und I know of no cause which exempts a State 
: from the operations of the same law of trade. When we consider 
: the difficulty with which appropriations to cover the most needful ex- 
E penses of an institution of this kind—are secured—we need not 
: wonder that money-for.the purpose above specified is never granted. 
E In view of this fact, and desiring to reduce expenses for salaries, etc., 
" and at the same time furnish legitimate- occupation for our convicts, 
7 with your concurrence, it was determined to loase our labor. On the 
= 21st day of May, 1877, a lease was effected with Mr. Augustus Pol- 
lock, of Wheeling, of the'labor of fifty (50) men, to be employed in 
, cigar making. June 4,1877, the labor of fifty (50) hands was leased 
to Messrs. Wm. Mardorf& Co., of Allegheny City, Pa., for the man- 
S, facture of brooms ; and August 13, 1877, fifty (50) men were leased 
` to Messrs. Weaver € Bardall, Allegheny City, Pa., in whip manufac- 
. turing, By the operation of these leases an average of $1,025 per 
: month is secured to the prison, without risk or additional expense. 
We have remaining about seventy-five men whose labor should be 
leased when opportunity offers. 
During the past year an economical administration of the affiairs 
of the prison has animated every Department of its management, I 
have striven to impress every official connected with the institution, 
with the necessity for close and careful management of the State 
property and stores in his charge, and the result is most gratifying. 
: hile weare unable to arrive at any definite decrease in the expenses 
i of the prison for the past six months, lam satisfied they have been 
reduced at least ten cents per man per diem. In the prison ration 
alone, a saving of 270 cents per capita per diem has been effocted 
over the cost of the same for the six months ending December 1, 
1876, a saving attributable altogether to the strict care and economy 
X practiced ; not to any change in quantity or quality of the ration, 
which will compare most favorably with that of any other prison in 
the coùntry. 
' The discipline of the Penitentiary is as near perfect as is possible 
under the present laws. No serious revolts or insurrections have 
taken place, nor has any disposition on the part of any of the con- 
viets to incite insubordination, or lawlessness of any character been 
apparent. Rare instances of refractory conduct upon the part of in- 
dividual convicts have occurred, but every case of the kind has been 
_ speedily suppressed by the infliction of reasonable punishment, In- 
: fractions of the prison rules and regulations, punishable by depriva- 
tions of privileges granted for good behavior, form the greater part 
. of the offences committed. When these violations have been repeat- 
i ed or frequent, the act known as the “good time law” requires a 
forfeiture of the reduction of sentence granted for good behavior. 1

MOUNDSVILLE, June 1, 1878, 


His Excellency HENRY M. MATHEWS, 
Governor of West Virginia, Wheeling, W, Va: 


Goy£RNOR:—In accordance with law, the undersigned Directors of 
the West Virginia Penitentiary, beg leave to- submit the following 
semi-annual report of their ‘proceedings, showing the condition of 
said institution for the six months ending on the 31st day of May, 
1878, financially and otherwise. The discipline has been maintained 
up to the standard reported in our last semi-annual report. The 
prison rules have been enforced with but few minor infractions of the 
same. ' 
The Attorney-General of the United States made a demad. fora 
reduction of the per diem for keeping United States prisoners from 
40 to 25 cents per day, Other prisons having acceded to the reduction, 
upon deliberation we concluded it best to accept a limited number of 
United States convicts at the reduction. 

On the 19th of March last the President of the board, in pursuance 
to an order passed, entered into a contract with Messrs. H. B. Miller 
and J. M. Todd, of Wheeling, for the hire of from 15 to 50 convicts 
to workin a foundry within the walls of the prison, at the rate of 
25 cents per day, and the poriod having passed some time ago for com- 
mencing operations under said contract, and not hearing from said 


— “parties and believing they had abandoned all intention of carrying 


‘out said contract, and recognizing the importance of having the 


surplus labor of the institution employed, directed the Superintendegtr 
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to advertise for the hire of from 50 to 100 convicts in accordance 
with the provisions of the act of the Legislature, “to provide for tlio 
working of the convicts in the Penitentiary ;’ and in response to 
said advertisement we have every reason to believe that the whole 
surplus labor'of the prison will be let on favorable terms in a short 
time. : - 

The great need of an adequate supply of water for the prison becom- 
ing so pressing, we were compelled to provide for the same, although 
having no appropriation for that purpose. Accordingly,on the 13th 
March, 1878, the board passed an order authorizing Messrs. J. W. 
Gallaher and Andrew Wilson, Directors, and Wm, L, Bridges, Super- 
intendent, to contract with Messrs. S. D. Hubbard & Co., of Pitts- 
burgh, to provide a steam pump and boiler and all necessary ma- 
chinery with all water pipes, etc., of the capacity of 8,000 gallons of 
water per hour, and complete the same in the best and most approved 
style, andfill the reservoir in the prison yard with water from the Ohio 
river, and to guarantee the successful working of the said works. 
For which they are to receive the sum of $2,400.00, one halt in 60 
days from the completion of the same, and the residue in four months 
from the same time The work has been completed a short time. 
The laying of the. pipe and the building of a neat brick Jump house 
on the bank of the Ohio river, was all done by convict labor. The 
working of the water works has been satisfactory so far. 

The payment of this contract will have to bè met out of the receipts 
from the hire of convicts and the pay for keeping United States 
prisoners, and the balance out of the fund for the support of convicts, 
which will leave a deficiency in that fund, for which it will be 
necessary to have an appropriation at the next session of the Legis- 
lature, the exacl amount of which will be exhibited in our semi- 
annual report to be made in December, 1878, at which time the 
exact needs of the institution for the succeeding two years will be 
definitely set forth. 

Án application has been mado by certain land holders through 
whose lands ihe main sewer from the Peniténtiary runs, for an in- 
junction to restrain the prison authorities from the further use of the 
same. The matter has not been determined yet. The board have 
authorized its President to employ George O. Davenport, Esq., to 
defend the State. (The proceedings of the former Board of Directors 
seem to establish the fact that the right of way for this sewer had 
been secured from some of'the parties to this próceeding, but not 
` from others. In our opinion the right of way will have to be 
secured from those who have not already granted it, and a fair com- 
pensation paid for the same. Also that there will be required an ap- 
propriation to build a covered sewer from the prison to Grave Creek, 
as the discharge will be offensive along the whole lino, if left open. 
An estimate of this cost, and the cost of right of way will be given 
in our next semi-annual report). ; 

The board authorized its President to contract thelabor of from 25 
to 50 hands for the manufacture of brooms, in pursuance of which 
order the President of the board closed a contract on the 15th of 
May, 1878, with Messrs. Weaver, Bardall & Co., for the hire of from: 
25 to 50 hands to be employed in the broom fastory, formerly oc 
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éupied by Mardor? ¿; Ço., for a term of three years, at the raté of "25 cepta 
per diem for each hand. They are already working about 30 hands, 


, amd will increase the same to the maximum number contracted for, 


in a short time. l o 0.

GENTLEMEN :—In conformity with the law requiring a semi-annual 
report from the' officers of the Penitentiary, 1 have the honor here- 
“with to submit my report for-the six months ending May 31, 1878. 
Our efforts to reduce the prison expenditures to the lowest possible 
figure, have been materially aided by a general decline in the price of 
all articles of food and clothing required for our support. In addition 
the. average daily number of convicts in the prison has increased'fully 
10 per cent over the last year, notwithstanding which we have managed 
to conduct the prison without increasing our guard force, The decree 
as in the aggregate per diem per capita from 394 cents in 1877 to31 5-6 
. cents during the past six. months, may be. fairly attributed to these 
causes, superadded to a rigid economical administration of every 
, department of the institution. The subsistence department, under 
_ the supervision of My. A. J. Martin, has been carefully and economi- 
_.cally administered and the daily per capita: reduced from 8%-cents in 
1877, to 6.conts for the half year ending May 31, 1878, _

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We have generally managed to keep the surplus labor employed 
except during the inclement weather of the past winter. The ditch- 
ing, etc., connected with laying the water main to the river, building 
pump house, etc., has all been ‘performed by this labor, and recently 
we have recommenced the manufacture of brick in order to continue 
their employment, ; 

Besides the one hundred and sixty men employed under contract at 
present, we have from seventy-five to one hundred prisoners whose 
labor could be leased. Efforts have been made to do so, but without suc- 
cess, Recently, however, preliminaries have been entered upon which 
will doubtless ultimately lead to the lease of our wagon shop together 
with allour available surplus labor. Should this be accomplished, 
and there seems now to be no impediment.to it our largest per- 
manent income from labor would be assured, and the nearest approach 
to self-sustenance be attained. 


WATER WORKS. 


This improvement which was imperatively demanded by the 
necessities of the prison has. been completed, and we now have an 
ample and unfailing supply of water. Heretofore we were compelled 
to depend upon wells in the prison yard which seldom furnished 
more than halt a supply, and generally failed when most needed. 

Much of the work lying pipes, setting the pump- and boiler and 
erecting the pump house was performed by our own labor, and we 
may safely conclude that these works have been put in operation at 
the lowest cost to the State. 


DISCIPLINE,, ETC. 


The disciplinary management of the prison is peculiarly the prov- 
ince of the Superintendent, and 1 congratulate myselt upon the'pres- 
ent admirable state of the institution in this respect. But few serious 
violations of the rules have taken place, and rigid discipline has been 
maintained. Infractions of minor prison reglations entailing loss of 
priveleges have occured, and when these have been frequently com- 
mitted, the deduction of time allowéd by law for good behavior has 
been forfeited. Isubmit herewith a list of convicts who have for- 
feited their “good time” under said law. No insurrectionary or-in- 
subordinate conduct has been manifested, nor has any escape or at- 
tempts at escape beon made. 

The health of the prison, as will be observed by the Physician's 
report, has been excellent, but one death having occured; and with 
an ample water supply and clean sewers, we may anticipate exemp- 
tion from epidemic disease during the summer. * 

Your attention is invited to the accompanying reports of, Frank 
W. Brown, Esq., Clerk ; A. J. Martin, Esq., Commissary, and Dr. G. 
W. Bruce, Physician ; embodying full information of their respective 
departments; and assuring them ànd yourselves of my appreciation 
of the friendliness and courtesy which has permeated our official inter- 
course.  .

(30) cents per day-; contract to expire June 29th, 1883, As we ob- 
served before, these contracts take up all the convicts except what 
are used in the kitchen, shoe shop for convicts’ shoes, tailor shop, 
laundry, and those that are in the hospital. | 

With this disposition of the convicts confined in this institution, we 
are satisfied; and think it most advantageous, both to the convict 
and to the State. 

The question has been agitated to some extont, as to what should 
be the punishment inflicted upon criminals in our State. The uni- 
form policy of all the older States has been to make hard labor a part 
of the sentence of criminals to the Penitentiary, A life of idleness, 
or solitary confinement, would certainly be injurious to both the mind 
and body of the convict. Whatever may be developed in the future, 
in regard to solving this question, we are decided upon this point: 
that there are only two ways of disposing of convicts sent to the 
Penitontiary, namely: keep them in solitary confinement at an im- 
mense expense to the tax payers of the State; or contract their labor 
out to responsible parties. And as the appropriations to this insti- 
tution were not of a character to warrant us in adopting the solitary 
confinement system, we had only to adopt the other plan, and let the 
labor of the prisoners confined hero, as we have indicated. We think 
that prison labor is a necessity, both as a sanitary and disciplinary 
measure. Now, if it is decided that convicts should labor—that labor 
is a necessity—the only other question to decide is, whether that labor 
can be employed by the State in such a manner as to make it approx- 
imate to the sustenance of the priaoner. The experience of this insti- 
tution, as well as the Penitentiaries of other States whose reports we 
have examined, establish, with singular unanimity, the fact that it is 
not advisable for the State to work convict labor on its own account, 
in the manufacture of any kind of product; that in nearly all cases 
the cost of production exceeds the value of the product. 

At the present contract price of labor in the prison, with the lim- 
ited number of convicts confined, the proceeds will not quite make 
the institution self-sustaining. 
y2We herewith give you the following estimates of the probable “Or- 
dinary expenses and receipts for the six months ending on the 31st 
day of May, 1879,” based upon an average prison population of 220 
State, and 30 Federal prisoners:

We have also contracted with Messrs. Thompson & Hibberd, of 
Wheeling, for heating parts of shops No. 2 and 3, by steam, at the 
price of $1,150.00. 

The appropriations made at tho last session of the Legislature of 
$7,740.00, for pay of guards was exhausted May 14th, 1878. 

The appropriation, of $10,000.00 for support of convicts was ex- 
hausted on the 13th day of August last, and the appropriations for 
salaries of the Superintendent, Clerk and Commissary, on the 30th 
day of September, 1878, with no other appropriations to be drawn 
from. 

We would respectfully urge that you recommend to the Legislature 
the necessity of a revision of the Penitentiary law, more especially 
the law governing tho awarding of contracts for labor. We have al- 
ready experienced embarrassments in following its provisions.

To the Board of Directors of the West Virginia Penitentiary : 


GENTLEMEN :—As required by law, I herewith submit for your 
consideration my semi-annual report, as Superintendent of this insti- 
tution, for the six months ending November 30th. | 

Nothing out of the ugual routine has occurred at the prison since 
my last report. 

The rules adopted for the government of the prison have been 
rigidly enforced, and I feel justified in saying that no similar institu- 
tion in the country can boast of stricter discipline or better order 
than this. 

The prisoners have worked industriously, and appear well con- 
tented generally. , 

The sanitary condition of the prison has been good; as is shown by  : 
the report of Dr. G. W. Bruce, medical officer, herewith appended: 

No escapes have been made since my former report; in fact, no * 
escapes have been effected for the past three or four years. 

In respect to the morality of the prisoners, I am satisfied a very 
decided improvement has been effected. Religious services are held 
in the prison every Sabbath, in which a large proportion of the con- 
victs take a deep interest. : 

I would beg leave to express especial thanks for the obligations we 
are under to the Reverend —— Warden, —— Pomeroy, and 
Cúrtis, who have visited the prison alternately and conducted the 
religious services. 

For a detailed statement of.fhe working of the commissary depart- 
ment, your attention is called to the report of A. J. Martin, Commis- 
gary. 

Por an exhibit of the financial affairs of the institution, I would 
call your attention to the very concise report of Frank W. Brown, 
Clerk. zu 

An examination of the above-mentioned reports will show that 
every department of the institution has been judiciously and econom- 
ieally managed, and we feel proud to be able to assert that the ex- 
pense of supporting two hundred and fifty-three prisoners for the 
past six months has not exceeded the cost of keeping one hundred pa 
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and three for a corresponding time during the year 1871—an asser- 
tion which a comparison of the reports of the Superintendent and 
Commissary for the two dates will denionstrate the truthfulness of. 
By reference to the statement marked “A,” and herewith annexed, 
you will find that I have taken tbe good time of forty-four convicts 
during the past six months. 
This may appear to be a large number for the time, but when the 


. Strictness of our rules is considered, and that for every violation, no 


matter how irifling, the prisoner is reported by the guard under 
whose charge he is to the Superintendent for trial and punishment, 
and each and every charge is entered against him in a record book 
keptíor that purpose, and when the Superintendent is convinced, 
from the number and character of said charges, that the prisoner is 
not endeavoring to comply with the rules of the institution, he de- 
prives him of the good time he would otherwise have been entitled to. 
W hen all the above facts are considered, the number who have been 
thus punished will not appear unreasonably large. 

I find that a large number of prisoners, during the first few months 
of their imprisonment, are guilty of repeated violations of rules, who 
afterward become good, orderly, obedient men, and I would respect- 
fully recommend that the Board of Directors ask the Legislature to 
pass an act granting the Superintendent, or the Board of Directors, 
the power to restore the good time forfeited, in cases where subse- 
quent good behavior merited it, 

Reference to the statement marked “ B," will show that the labor 
of 202 prisoners is now leased to contractors, for which the State re- 
ceives from 25 to 30 cents per day per man, 

This amount appears small when we take into consideration the 
fact that the institution furnishes shop-room and steam power, and 
also boards, guards, clothes and furnishes medical attendance to the 
prisoners; but you are well aware of the fact that every effort was 
made, by means of aS advertisements, &c., to secure, the 
highest bids for the labor. I also visited other similar institutions 
personally, and used every effort in my power to induce capitalists 
and manufacturers to come and lease the labor, as it was plainly ap- 
parent that unless the prisoners could be hired to contractors, it 
would be necessary to keep them confined in their cells, as it was 
utterly impossible for us to keep them employed on State account, 
without money with which to purchase the requisite machinery and 
material for carrying on the different branches of manufacturing, for 
which purpose the Legislature failed to make any appropriation 
whatever; nor i8 it likely that the next Legislature will be willing to 
appropriate anything like the amount that would be necessary in 
order to make the work of the prisoners remunerative. 

As an indication of the amount ot capital it would require to util- 
ize the labor of the prisoners now here, I submit the following state- 
ment of amount of capital employed by the different contractors:

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There has also been 7,950 days' labor performed by convicta for the 
use of the State since my last report, which, if calculated at thirty 
cents per day, would amount to $2,385.00. This item does not appear 
h our financial exhibit, but is really a saving of that amount to the 

ate. 

That the subject of prison labor being leased out to contractors is, 
just at the present time, attracting considerable attention throughout 
the State, I am fully aware, and among other objections urged against 
it are the following: 

First—That contractors do necessarily obtain so much control in 
the management of a prison and its inmates that it becomes subver- 
e to discipline, and thereby lessens the hope of reforming the crim- 
inal. 

This objection is well founded only when the officer representing 
the State in that behalf, permits a contractor io acquire such control 
by ü terms of the contract, or when the terms are not clearly de- 

ned. 

In all the contracts which have been made by the Board of Directors 
with the several firms for the labor of convicts, the rights, privileges, 
duties and obligations of both the contracting parties have been 80 
distinctly set forth that no controversy has arisen, and no interfer- 
ence with the government of the prison allowed. 

The second objection is that the system gives the contractors the 
power to oppress the convicts, and subject them to needless and cruel 
punishment. 

This power is especially guarded against in all our contracts. To 
each of the shop-rooms in which prisoners work, a guard, designated 
by the Superintendent, is assigned, whose duty it is to preserve order 
and.require every one to perform a fair and reasonable day's work, 
and is the sole judge whether or not a convict deserves punishment. 

The contractors themselves, and all their employes, are subject to 
all the rules established for the government of the prison, and may 
be excluded for a breach of any such rules, and are also required to 
subscribe to the same form of oath as administered to the officers and 
guards. : 

I merely refer to the above objections in order to show that they 
are cid groundless as far as our prison and prisoners are con- 
cerned. 

In giving these views, I do not desire to be considered as advocating 
any particular plan or disposition to be made of the convict labor of 
tbis State, but what has been done in the way ot contracting convict 
labor, so far as my influence was concerned in the matter, was to give 
employment to the convicts, rather than keep them in idleness. 

Since my last semi-annual report, the water works have been com- 
pleted, and we now have an ample supply of water forced from the 
Ohio river, 

We have also erected a two-story brick workshop 234 feet long and 
40 feet wide, and furnished throughout with steam heaters, as are all 
the shops. ~ 

I would respectfully suggest that the Board of Directors request 
the Legislature to make an appropriation of money sufficient to com- 
plete the portico or steps in front of the Warden's building, as orig- 
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inally designed by the- architect; building wash-house, bale-house 
and stable; to heat the cell building, and, also, that some-means be 
adopted and procured for the extinguishment of fire shotild one occur. 

I would further suggest that the office of Assistant Superintendent 
be created, as such an officer is almost indispensably necessary to the 
management of the ‘prison, this being the only State in the Union 
where such an office does not exist. 

In concluding my report, which is much longer than I had any 
idea of when commencing, it remains for me to express the kindly 
appreciation I have for the services and aid that all the subordinate 
officers of the institution have given me in enforcing the rules, econ- 
omizing and taking care of the property of the State, and to make my 
cordial acknowkledgements to you, gentlemen of theBoard of Direc- 
tors, for the uniform kindness and courtesy with which you have 
received me, both in my official and social capacity.

GENTLEMEN—I again have the honor herewith to submit for your 
consideration, my report for the six months ending November 30, 
1878; showing the expenditures of the commissary department of 
the institution during that time. 

The average number of prisoners confined here, and for whom pro- 
vision has been made within the period embraced, was 253% daily ; the 


total cost of diet $2,800.82, giving a daily average per capita ot 6,4- 


cents, a small reduction since my last report. This result has been 
attained by the practice of the strictest economy in this department, 
and not atthe expense of the prisoners, by stinting them in their 
food, as their general health and appearance will indicate.

> Noticing the number of days lost to the State, one hundred and 
fifty-five (155) were lost by one man, Edward Taylor. By reference 
to my daily report, 1 find that he was continuously on the sick list 
for seventeen (17) months. During a good portion of the two or 
three years preceding, he was disabled from duty by reason of his 
diseased leg. Abouta week ago he was pardoned. 

There has not been a case of well marked typhoid fever for{the last 
four or five years. ,Nor has there been a case of disease, the, origin 
of which could be traced to malaria or anything dependent upon ill 
ventilation or bad drainage. To be sure every precaution has been 
taken to divert any calamity that might befall us from any of the 
above causes. i 

I wish to say a word with regard to the Indians who have had the 
misfortune to be placed under our caro, , i 

Of the six received in the institution, three (3) died before leaving 
the prison walls and three (3) served out their sentences. When they 
were first received, knowingof the peculiarity of their mode of living, 
every effort was made on the part of the officers to accommodate the 
food to their wants. They were even provided with an extra table 
and an improvised cook of their number furnished them, after they 
had been here some time they gradually fell in with the ways of the 
other convicts and ate at tho same table and of the same food. 

I have said that three died. The first one succumbed to an attack 
of dysentery. He was apparently getting better, but owing, I think, 
to some imprudence in his diet he was carried off. The next one 
never seemed to be well. He was the subject of rheumatism, and as 
a consequence had heart disease, which with sympathetic disease ot 
the lungs, produced death. Poor follow,.he lived to serve out his 
Bentence, but was never able to leave the prison walls. He died the 
day after his time expired. i E : 
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The last one was the famous Arrapahoe warrior. He fell the 
victim to that bane of our Ohio river valley, consumption. By his 
signs and imperfect means of letting his wants known, he manifested 
& high regard for the officers and was grateful for any little attention 
in the way of nursing or diet. 

Considering the number of prisoners and in a very many instances 
the confinement of two (2) in a cell, which circumstance is at the 
suggestion ot the inmates themselves for the purpose of conducing 
to their bodily comfort, we have every reason to be thankful for the 
continued general good health of the convicts. 

I cannot close this report without acknowledging my obligations 
to the officers, one and all, for their uniform kindness and assistance 
rendered me in the discharge of my duties.
